WAR MATERIAL TO THE BORDERS, 

A private dispatch received from New York 
tonight says that a rumoris current there to 
the effect that war material is being sent tothe 
Mexican border, and that ‘the United Stites 
naval vessels have been ordered to the gu'f. 
Owing to the lateness of the hour, itis impos- 
sible to get definite information on this sub- 
ject tonight, and it is doubtfulif any of the 
officials of war or navy departments would be 
Willing to divulge any facts in relation to the 
subject, if war preparations haye been made, 

A FLURRY IN NAVY CIRCLES. 

In navy circles, however, there is consider- 
able feeling of curiosity over the mysterious 
action of the secretary of the navy in order- 
ing the Galena to sea under sealed orders last 
week. The destination of the vessel is un- 
known, but it is very generally believed that 
she bas been ordered to the gulf. The Van- 
Galia and Juniata were ordered to proceed to 
Va'paraico last Friday. They will probably 
touch at Key West on the voyage down, where 
orders may await them, if the department 
cons.cers it necessary to make a demonstra- 
tion. The Swatara, Tennessee and Yantic are 
still at Vortland, where they will probably re- 
main reacy to sail at a moment’s notice. 

UNITED STATES TROOPS, 

There are now stationed at Arizona and 
New Mexico between four and five thousand 
United states troops. Ifthey have been or- 
Cered tothe vicinity of El Paso, the orders 
have not been made public here, and the 
provabilities are that they would not be. 
While authentic information is exceedingly

How He Took His Sentence—The Affair Else- 


where. 
Ext Paso, Texas, August 9.—As sentence 


- pronounced Cutting turned slightly pale, 
ut 
When the reading of the sentence was fin- 
ished, he asked ina loud voice of the court, 
at the same time pointing to Medina:

At this point Consul Brigham interposed to 


stop him. 


“]f the prisoner uses insulting language," 


said the judge, “I can add something to the 
term of his sentence.” 


Judge Brigham assured the court that nei- 


ther he nor Cutting meant any disrespect 
to it. 


‘Let us understand,” said Judge Brigham, 
“just what this is for?’ 
“It is for the publication on the other side 


of an article whichis held to have vitiated a 


reconciliation made on this side.”’ 
“And this act on the other side.”’ continued 


Judge Brigham, “was construed on’ this side 
as a contempt of court?” 


To this the court replied in the negative. 


The court then turned to the prisoner and 
atked: 


“Do you still stand under the protection of 
your government ?’ 

“I do.” replied Mr. Cutting, 

“Do you wish to take an appeal to the su- 
preme court?’ the judge asked. 

“I have po appeal to -make, except to the 
governument of the United States,” 

“If youshould desire totake an appeal,” 
said Judge Zubia, “you have five days in 
which to give notice. Do you wish to sign 
the proceedings of this court?” 

“i sign nothing.” 

“Do you wish to express satisaction or dis- 
satisfaction with the sentence ?” 

“No, sir; I have never recognized your 
court or jurisdiction, and I do not recognize 
its right to imprison me for one hour.” 

Qutting was taxen back to jail. 

EXCITEMENT AT EL PASO, 

No sooner was the fact of Cutting’s sentence 
known than both townson the Mexican and 
the American side were alive over the matter. 
Two secret meetings were held here, and com- 
panies of minute men were organized. The 
meichants fear harm if soldiers are not 
promptly on hand, They realize that con- 
gress only can deciare war, but the superior 
number of Mexican soldiers in Paso del Norte 
would play havec with the single company 
now at Fort Bliss, one mile fzom El Paso, 
Armsand ammunition aro not scarce, how- 
ever, and citizens are secretly erganizing, soas 
to act on the defensive. Their voice is unani- 
mous forthe vindication of American honor 
and the protection of our citizens. The Mexi- 
cans, too, are angry at the tone of our press, 
and people are fearful of violence on account 
of the pumerous mass meetings which are 
being held, 

WHAT SECRETARY BAYARD SAYS. 

WASHINGTON, August 9.—Secretary Bayard, 
when asked whether there were any new de- 
velopments in the Cutting case, replied that 
there were absolutely none. 

“It is not time yet for us to hear anything 
definite, and I suppose that what comes as 
newspaper reports of the proceedings of the 
trial are not very accurate.” 

‘Do you believe that President [Diaz is likely 
to pardon Cutting,” was asked. 

‘I do not know, but should not be surprised 
if it weretrue, That does not enter into the 
question, however. It makes no difference 
whether he is pardoned or not. It 
eeems to me that the statement of the case 
as made by some of the newspapers is 
far from correct. The whole point in the 
affair is that the United States has courts for 
the trial,of its citizenz, and we can not toler- 
ate such a thing as the trial on foreign soil, by 
foreign courts, of American. citizens for 
offenses, or alleged offenses, committed in the 
United States. We might as well not have 
any government if We are to suffer anything 
of the kind. It does net enter into the case 
at the present stage 40 inquire whether Cut- 
ting was a turbulent citizen or not, or whether 
he has committed a crime. The whole point 
is that this country is entirely able to deal 
with its own citizens.”

THE PRESIDENT’S APPOINTMENTS. 


Cleveland Issues a Commission to 
Matthews—Postmasters Appointed. 


WASHINGTON, August 9.—The president has 
commisssoned James C, Matthews, colored, 
of Albany, N. Y., whose nomination was re- 
jected by the senate, to be recorder of deeds 
for the District of Columbia. 

The president today appointed Dorsey Clag- 
gett, of the District of Columbia, to be register 
of wills for the District of Columbia, and 
Peter F. Coghill to be collector of customs at 
Petersburg, Va., vice James D. Bowre, sus- 
pended. 

The president today reappointed following 
postmasters, the senate having failed to take 
action on their nominations: Frederick A. 
Ross, Tuscumbia, Ala., vice J.C. Goodloe, Jr., 
suspended; C. W. Button, Lynchburg, Va., 
vice R. P. W. Morris, suspended; Michael 
Giennan, Norfolk, Va., vice J. W. Long, sus- 
pended; O. D. Dew, Roanoke, Va., vice A. 8. 
Asberry, suspended. 

The president is now engaged in the consid- 
eration of matters which he wishes to dispose 
of before be leaves the city on bis summer va- 
cation. The principal question occupying his 
attention at present is in regard to filling va- 
can cies existing in the civ- 
il service, many of which 
are due to the failure ot the senate to act up- 
on nemipations submitted to it. It is believed 
that in all such cases the persons nominated 
will be commissioned to serve during the re- 
cess of congress. According to the present ar- 
rengements the president will leave aboat the 
middle of next week, and will net retarn un- 
til about the first of October. He has consid- 
enable businesson band and will have to work

HOW THE PROPERTY 
DISPOSED OF. 


IS' TO BE 


All the Deceased’s Reletives Generously Provided 
For- Free Libraries for New York, Yonkers 
and New Lebanon—Two-thirds of the 
Estaté to Charitable Institutions. 


New York,August 9.—The will of Samuel 
J. Tilden was read at Greystoné this afternoon 
by Lawyer James (, Carter, of this city, in 
the presence of a)l the relatives except those 
in the west. The document is a long one, con- 
taining about ten thousand words, and would 
occupy about five columnsin nonpareil type 
of any one of the great dailies. Besides the 
family, there were present the Hon. John Big- 
elow, Andrew H. Green and Mr, Tilden’s pri- 
vate secretary, (ico. W. Smith. Hon. John 
Bigelow was seen by a reporter at his house, 
No. 21 Gramercy place, and from him was 
learned the following facts about the wil!: Mr. 
Bigelow, Andrew H. Green and George W. 
Smith are named as executors and trustees. 
All of Tilden’s kindred are 
generously provided for in this way. The 
whole estate is placed in hands of the execu- 
torsas trustees. Each heir is to receive an 
equal share in the line of hisor her consan- 
guinity. Thatis, nephews and nieces equal 
amountsané their children certain amounts, 
but they are to receive only the income deriv- 
ed fram an equal separate specific sum, the 
principal at their death to be disposed of in a 
manner Which Mr. Bigelow could not state. 
None of his relations, he said, except Mrs. Ma- 
ry B. Pelton, bis sister, are given any specific 
bequestforever, To her he bequeathsthe res- 
idence, No 38 West 3cth street, and the sum 
of $100,000 to live upon. All of hi# real estate, 
except this, is placed in his executors’ 
hands to be disposed of as they see fit, sither 
by sale, rental or exchange, the Greystone and 
Gramercy ‘park property falling under the 
samerule. The executors are first charged 
with the duty of setting apart, for his rela- 
tives, the sums named forthem. from which 
several incomes are to be derived. This done, 
it becomes the duty of the executors and 
trustees to carry out his wishes regarding 
certain public beneficiaries. They are charged 
with the duty, first, of establishing a free li- 
brary inhis native village, New Lebanon, 
a’so in Yonkers, andif, in the discretion of 
the trustees, they choose to establish a free li- 
brery in this city, they may do so, 
and if not they are at liberty to use the funds 
that the free library would cost in the promo- 
tion of any charitable or educational cause. A 
great deal is left to the discretion of the 
trustees, In general terms, the relatives are 
handsomely taken care of by the receipt of 
specific incomes, which consumes, Mr. Bige- 
low £ays, 8n amount not to exceed one-third 
of his estate. All the rest and residue is 
devoted to the public good, and the trustees 
ale charged with the responsible duty of 
choosing such methods as shall prove the 
greatest good to the publicin the disposition 


of this property. 
The estate is not as large 
as estimated by some people, 


The value has been placed at $10,000,000, bat 
Mr. Bigelow says this is double its actual value. 
As regardsthe public library for this city, 
that matteris left.to the discretion of the 
trustees, both as tothe location, size, equip: 
ment and cost. Hence the city will havea 
library, if the trustees think that the fands 
in their bands cannot be wsed for the 
public to better advantage. The instra- 
ment, most. likely, will be offered for 
probate in this city, the law giving to execu- 
tors the right to choose a place of probate 
where the persen owns property in more than 
one county. Citations will be issued tomor- 
row from the surrogate’s court to all the rela- 
tives to be present a probate.. Mr. Bigelow 
returned to Greystone tonight. Colonel Til- 
den, Geo. H. Tilden, Mrs, Pelton, Misses Raby 
and Susan Tilden and Mrs. Hazard are at 
Greystone.

IN TROUBLE. 


The Sheriff Assisting Miss Rose Cleveland 
in Eciting the Magazine. 

Cuicaao, August 9.—A. P. Elder, of the 

Elder Publishing company, and proprietor of 
the Literary Life magazine, woich Miss Cleve- 
Jand, the president’s sister, has undertaken to 
edit, confessed judgment todayin favor of 
James J, West, of the Western Publishing 
company, in thesum of $10,000. On Saturday 
evening Elder gave West a judgment demand 
note in the amount named. The judgment 
and execution was issued this morning, and 
this afternoon the sheriff levied on the real 
estate and personal property of Elder, The 
real estate consists of the house where Elder 
resides. Thepersonal property consists chiefly 
of property known as the Literary Life, on 
which levy has been made,and it is now in 
the hands of a custodian. West was seen at 
his office. Beyond an admission that such a 
confession of judgment had been made to him, 
he refused to say anything regarding the affair. 
But from his attorney it was learned that 
the judgment confessed was to satisfy loans 
made during the last three months to Elder. 
On Elder’s rea) estate there has bsen for some 
time a debt of $5,000 secured by a trust deed. 
This debt was long overdue, but the bank 
holding the note had been held off on one 
pretext and another by Elder. On the 29th 
of June, however, the bank gave Elder notice 
that ten days more would be allowed him in 
which to adjust the matter, at the 
end of which time if nothing was done 
it would have to be foreclosed. The ten days 
passed and no arrangements was made. On 
July 9th, Elder came to West to help him out, 
Asawatter of simple accommodation, West 
agreed to buy the note and had the trust deed 
transferred to him as security. He gave Elder 
a check for $5,000 and commissioned him to 
lift the note and bave the necessary transfer 
made. This Elder agreed todo, but never did. 
All attempts to have him give security prom- 
ised failed. Other sums had been given E/der 
at different times by West and secured by 
mortgage on pioperty in Ohio and elsewhere. 
This property was guaranteed to be unincam- 
bercd, butit turns out to be heavily encum- 
bered. It isan ordinary business transaction. 
We were obliged to take possession of 
the real estate and personal property of Elder 
to secure ourselves.” 

Elder was not in his office when a reporter 
called this afternoon, but people in the office 
said that they thooght the matter would be 
arranged promptly, and that the publication 
of the magazine would be contiaued as here- 
tofore, with the president's sister in the edi- 
torial charge. Elder declared, laterin the 
day, that the publication of the magazine 
would not be affectedin any way.

GOMMISSIONER | SQUIRE’S TRIAL 


Mayor Grace’s Private Secretary Tells What 
, He Knows About a Letter. 


New York, August 9.—The prosecution of 
the case of Rollin M, Squire, before the 
mayer for malfeasance in office, closed 
tuday. 

The chief witness was William M. Ivins, 
city chamberlain and private secretary to 
Mayor Grace, during the latter’s last term. 
Ivims told the whole story of the corrupt 
letter from Squire to Fiynn, and gave the 
on of the recent occurrence as fol- 
owe: 

Witness met Flynn,and Flynn told him 
that they had been concocting a defense, 
¥ inch was that Squire should consult Jadge 
Giléersleeve, and should then ask for the 
leiter on the ground that it was 
very incriminating as a matter of fact, Flyno 
said that Squire did come to him and ask for 
the letter, and Fiynn took paper from his 
pocket and threw on the fire. Squire com- 
plained because Flynn had not shown him the 
lei fer before burning it, and the latter re- 


e0: 
“Well, it’s all right, old fellow; it’s burned 
now.” 

Fiynn told witness thatthe burning was 
only a ruse. The real letter of resignation 
was not burned, but a paper substituted in its 
pluce. Flynn at this time asked witness if it 
would not be a good time for him to turn state’s 
evidence and put Squire where he belonged.

THE FOREST FIRES. 


Terrible Destruction te Property by the 
Raging Flames. 

Curcaco, August 9.—Late advices from the 
section of Wisconsin devasted by the forest 
fires yesterday, place the loss by the burning 
of the village of Spencer at nearly $400,000, 
instead of $200,000, as was reported. There 
was @ large firein Marsfield, 150,000 feet of 
chair stock at Webster’s factory being destroy- 
ed. The town was saved by hard work. 

A dispatch from Neillsville says: Great fears 
are expressed in that city on accountof the ex- 
tensive forest fires which are within four miles 
of the city and coming nearer. The mayor and 
couneil have ordered the fire companies to be 
in readiness at any moment. 

Hewittsville, seven miles west, was barned 
to the ground yesterday. The loss has not 
been estimated yet, but will be very great. 

Dell’s Dam, six miles south of Neillsville, is 
also in imminent danger. 

MILWAUKEr, August 9.—A late disoatch 
from Marquette, Mich., says the city isin 
danger of destruction by forest fires which 
make the air densely smoky. Kendell’s 
slaughter house in the city limits has been de 
stroyed, and the nitro gycerine works of the 
Lake Superior powder company are surround- 
ed by fire.

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BLOODSHED IN BELFAST. 


THE MILITARY'S INCESSANT FIR® 
ON THE MOB. 


A Picture Nearly as Bad as That of the French 
Commune—-A Large Number Killed and 
Wounded — Incidents of the Reign of 

Terror — Otber 


BELFAstT, August 9.—During the rioting, 
which occurred here from Saturday evening to 
an early hour this morning,eleven persons were 
killed and 130 seriously wounded. A majority 
of the injured persons have shot wounds. The 
rioting was renewed today and a fierce encoun- 
ter took place between the soldiers and the 
mob, in which a number were wounded, A 
soldier at close quarters fired at a boy, shat- 
tering hisband. Thesoldier waS arrested Re- 
inforcemeuts of troops to the number of twelve 
burdred have arrived in Belfast today. 

Noon—Attempts to stop the rioting have 
been unsuccessful, and the violence of the 
mob is increasing. Thirty ricters have been 
wounded. The police keep up a merciless fire 
upon the mob. 

THE RUINED CITY. 


The city, owing to the wreck and ruin of 
houses, presentsa deplorable aspect. Its ap- 
pearence is similar, tothatof Paris after the 
commune, It is feared that numerous deaths 
reculting from the riots, have taken place 
which will never be heard from, The hospi- 
tals are taxed to the utmest to accommodate 
the great number of wounded persons in need 
of attendance. A painful feature of the riots 
is the pumberof children wounded. Yester- 
day a boy was shot while returning from Sun- 
dey school. Todaya little girl was shot on 
the street, and, it is thought, fatally wounded. 
She was carried away apparently lifeless. 

Train loads of troops are constantly arri- 
ving. 

AN INCIDENT OF THE RIOT. 

An incident of the disorders is as follows: 
Mrs. McIlwaine on Saturday harangued a 
small crowd of neighbors in regard to the riots 
and roundly abused the police for firing upon 
the people. She afterward expressed the fear 
that she would lose her life on account of her 
speech. She, therefore, in order to avold rec- 
ognition, put on a black dress on Sanday in- 
stead of the white one which she wore Satur- 
day. This precaution failed, however, to save 
her. Yesterday, during the progressof the 
rio*, she ran to the door to gather in some 
straying children. A bullet struck her in the 
head, and she fel! lifeless in the doorway. 

CLOSING DRINKING PLACES, 

The arpect of affairs was so threatening at 
noon today that the authorities ordered all the 
taverns in the city to be closed until tomor- 
row evening. Groups of men are assembled 
everywhere, excited)y discussing the situa- 
tion. The military early this morning dis- 
persed several rival mobs at the point of the 
bayonet. 

If rioting breaks out again, it is likely that 
martial law will be proclaimed. During the 
day two opposing mobs in an outlying district 
mapaged to evade the police and retired to a 
sheltered field where for an hour there Was a 
desperate melee. Both parties claimed the 
victory. It is believed that two persons were 
killed and that their bodies were smuggled to 
thear hemes. One witness declares that sixty 
pereone fell, wany of whom wire dead. It 
wae evident that cash prrty itutemded te 
anpibilate the other. The mobs were dis- 

;ersed by the military aud police. It is re- 
ported that during the commotion on Shank 
billthe police were preparing to fire when 
they were confronted by the military, and

moet of whom, it is believed were Protestant, 
to return to their homes. <A _ certain 
n an was chased four hours by the mob thirst- 
ing tor his blood, but he eluded his pursuers 
after a Gesperate effort when nearly succumb- 
ing to exhaustion.

bayonet. A boy was chased by the mob on 
emerging from the back entrance of the fac- 
tory, and was badly beaten. : 

The girl who was wounded at noon today is 
dying. The town is apparently quiet tonight, 
but mischief smoulders, and it is thought the 
rioters are watching their chance to renew 
hostilities. The military occupy the streets. 
Further reinforcements have been requested. 
The Orangemen are bitterly incensed atthe 
county police, whom they allege to be in sym- 
pathy with the Catholics. Fifty rioters have 
been sentenced to terms of imprisonment rang- 
ing from one month to six months. 


The Field-Bennett Libel Sait,

The 
bearing on the motion was postponed until 
Wednesday.

Your reporter met two of the local executive 
committee and asked them about it. Neither 
knew of his presence, although they had 
heard that he was coming, and might be here 
in a little while. Yesterday a dispatch 
was received here by the Knights of Labor 
executive board that the “Grand Master” was 
coming. The reference was made presumably 
to Mr. Powderly, but nothing more was heard 
of the matter, and no meeting was called as 
the dispatch suggested. Both rumors of Mr. 
Powderly’s coming were wired from South 
Carolina, He is aman of great power and 
breadth, and it is to be hoped he may come. 

“Would you go back to work if Mr. Pow- 
derly advised you to go?” was asked an Au- 
gusta factory workman yesterday.

detention. Close observation is kept up dur- 
ing the day and a whale boat patrols the an- 
chorage all night to enforce these regulations,

Questions ef the Hour. 

There are different opinions about the 
Cutting case, but it seems tobe generally 
admitted that if we desire a war with Mex- 
ico it will be easy to find a pretext that will 
justify us in the eyes of the world. 

For forty years the Mexicans have been 
mnfriendly. They have interposed their 
mopgrel government between their land of 
milk and honey and the northern wave of 
civilization which has rolled resistless over 
nearly all of the continent. In the nature 
of things this cannot last forever. We 
Americans have the roving, colonizing 
dominating spirit of our English ancestors. 
We have reached the Pacific and filled up 
the far west. We have disposed of the bet- 
ter claes of our public lands, and our 
swarming population demands new outlets, 
new fields of enterpriee. 

- For a lopg time the cry has been, 
“Southward, ho!’ Right or wrong, our 
statesmen cannot turn a deaf ear to the 
popular voice. Have we found two de 
cates of peace so pleasant and prosperous 
that we fee) no temptation to resent insults 


apd redress ipjuries? When men cannot | 


E: war aysinst foreign foes they turn and rend 
— their own countrymen. Already this 
_. spirit ie abroed in the land, The great. 


cities are nursing the enemies of the repub: 
lic. Anarchists and outlaws are organizing 
for the overthrow of our institutions. Dem. 
agogues are seeking to disorganize the labor 
system ofthe country. Factional feuds are 
beginning to divideevery community. A 
reckless banditti, hundreds of thousands 
strong, in the shape of able-bodied tramps, 
ravage the country from Maine to Texas. If 
these are some of the truits of peace, what 
have we to dread from war? 

A_war with Mexico would lead to mighty 
results. It would rescue the fairest landin 
the world from the clutches of assassins and 
robbers, and thousands of our idle and dis- 
contented citizens, mingled with many of 
the better class, would rush over the bor- 
der, carryirg with them our language, 
laws, enterprise and devotion to liberty. 
In their new home these men, so dangerous 
when pent-up in our midst, would make 
superb pioneers, and they would found a 
Bew nation, which annexed to ours, Or 
under an American protectorate, would add 
glory to our annals and strength to our in- 
stitutions. 

These reflections naturally grow ont of 
the question of the hour. They deserve.the 
consideration of our statesmen. We do not 
urge our government to ‘rush headlong into 
aconflict of arms. We do not pretend to 
say that a hostile movement on our part is 
absolutely necessary. Our position is sim- 
ply this: If war must come, let it come. 
Its final results cannot be anything but a 
national blessing. Besides, it is the man- 
lier course to settle our difficulties as we 
go along, instead of leaving them as a 
troublesome legacy to the next generation. 


The Belfast Troubles. 

The renewal of the Belfast disturbances 
will excite general regret. 

Between the Orangemen and the Catholics 
a bitter hatred has existed for centuries, 
and nowhere is the feeling more bitter than 
in the handsome and populous city of Bel- 
fast, the metropolis of the province of Ul- 
ster. Many bloody riots have occurred be- 
tween the two parties, and in 1872 there 
was an outbreak lasting several days, in- 
volving great destruction of life and prop- 
erty. In June last the Orangemen commit- 
ted numerous outrages upon the Catholics, 
and many persons were killed. 

The present trouble grows out of the June 
affair, or results from the same cause. Our 
dispatches are of a decidedly lurid com- 
plexion. When several thousand persons 
engage in a riotin a large city, and wreck 
houses and slaughter men, women and chil- 
dren promiscuously, the situation is about 
as horrible as anything could make it. 
These Belfast mobs fight like devils. They 
donot stand back for policemen and sol- 
diers, but, armed with paving stones, clubs 
and knives, charge recklessly over every- 
thing in their way. Some of the incidents 
reported equal in their terrible intensity 
anytLing in the history of the French revo- 
lution. Some idea of the fearful havoc and 
destruction may be formed from the state- 
ment in the dispatches that certain quarters 
of the city resemble Paris after it had suf- 
fered the worst at the hands of the Com- 
mune. 

Belfast has a population of about 250,000. 
Tt io cvlidly Dullt with rogelar and spacious 
streets, and is the great depot of the linen 
trade of the north of Ireland, as well as the 
chief seat of the manufactures of cotton and 
linen. Its trade is immense, and, but for 
the occasional internecine wars within its 
limits, its$ progress would have heen still 
more rapid. 

It is some comfort to the friends of the 
Irish cause to know that the responsibility 
for this lawlessness rests upon the Orange- 
men. The Catholics have been the victims, 
and they have borne their wrongs patiently 
without even resorting to defensive meas- 
ures. This phase of the situation is calcu- 
lated to help rather than embarrass the 
home rule cause, and it will be particularly 
unpleasant to the Salisbury administra- 
tion. 


The Strikes in Cuba. 

Frank H. Pieree, United States consul at 
Mantanzas, has made an interesting report 
on the strikes which occurred in Cuba last 
winter. <A successful strike took place in 
Havana in January, and was followed by 
the strike of the coopers of the island, who 
demanded an increase of over one hundred 
per cent. The government undertook to 
suppress the strike by the methods that had 
been successfully employed in previous 
strikes, namely: appeals, threats and ar- 
rests, 

The government, however, found _ tself 
dealing with a harder problem than it had 
met before, and when it was proposed to 
hold the leaders responsible, the strikers to a 
man replied: ‘‘We are all leaders.’’ In the 
ranks of the strikers were many members of 
volunteer regiments. ‘When fifteen regular 
soldiers were detailed for work on the river 
front at Matanzas they were met by the strik- 
ers who reminded them that during the in- 
surrection regulars and volunteers fought 
side by side. The officer in command 
promptly marched his men back to the bar- 
racks. This convinced the govornment that 
the army could not be relied on in an emer- 
gency. Later, when speakers used threat- 
ening and incendiary language in speaking 
of the government and were cheered by all 
classes, the demands of the strikers were 
granted. 

It is expected that the disposition to strike 
will this year or next reach the plantations. 
There the slaves are being freed gradually. 
One fourth are already free, another fourth 
will be freed next year, and all will be at 
liberty by the end of 1888, Slaves now get 
three dollars per month, but free negroes 
can be hired readily at $4.25. It is expected 
that trouble will come of having slaves and 
free labor working side by side on the plan- 
tations. 


The Military Spirit. 
The numerous encampment and drills now 
being beld in varions states, north and 
south, show that the soldierly spirit of our 
people is by no means dead. 

This is one reason, indeed the main reason, 
why our standing army is so small, and our 
national defenses so neglected. We know 
thatin any sudden emergency a sufficient 
nomber of volunteers can he radlied against 
either domestic or foreign forces, 

Some of the states, however, and notably 
Georgia, bave since the war paid too little at- 
tention to their military interests, We have 
not been alive to the importance of a well 
reguiated militia, and we have not extended 
enough encouragement to public-spirited 
citizens who manifested a willingness to or- 
ganize volunteer companies, Wé*need to | 
: ' Ghia 
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turn over a new leaf in this respect, Oar 
young men will find that military education 
and discipline will be a positive benefit to 
them in peace as well as in war. 


CoLonet Ropert INGERSOLL, as is well- 
khown, has made lots of money by ridiculing 
things which millions of good people deem sa- 
cred, The colonel has been interviewed by 
the New York Herald concerning the refusal 
ofa naturalization clerk to grant papers to an 
atheist. The colonel quotes law to show that 
the “oath” would have been satisfactory if the 
applicant had simply affirmed: “The require- 
ment of an oath shall be deemed complied 
with by making aflirmation in official form.” 
The particular atheist under discussion refas- 
ed to swear on the Bible and sneered at the 
book when it was offered him. Colonel In- 
gersoll says: 

“If the clerk, Mr. Jarvis, is right, neither Hum- 
boldt nor Darwin could have become a citizen of 
the United States. Wagner, the greatest of musi- 
cians, not being able to take an oath, would have 
been leftan alien. Under this ruling Haeckel, 
Spencer and Tyndall would be denied citizenship, 
that istosay, the six greatest men produced by 
the human race inthe nineteenth century, were 
and are unfit to be citizens of the United States, 
Those who have placed the human race in debt 
cannot be citizens ofthe republic. On the other 
hand, the ignorant wife beater, the criminal, the 
pauperiraised in the workhouse could take the nec- 
essary oath and would be welcomed by New York 
with arms outstretched as she would fly.” 


It is said at the north that Mr. Bayard is 
going too slow in regard to Canada, This 
complaint is perhaps well taken, but every 
body knows that we are ina condition that 
compels us to select our enemies with great 
caution. If we are to attack anybody let it 
be Mexico by all means. 


Ir is thought by some of our contemporaries 
that Mexico’s next attack will be on Atlanta, 
In the Janguage of a Macon journalist, “Let 
the bolt fall where it may.” 


TuE National Prison congress to be held at 
Atlanta, from the 6th to the 12th of Novem: 
ber, promises to be one of the largest and 
most influential meetings ever held in Amer 
ica. All, the most renowned penologists in 
the country will be present, and nine-tenths 
ofthe prison wardens. The departments of 
state, war and justice of the United States 
government will probably be officially repre- 
sented. The governors of nearly every south- 
ern state will attend the meeting, which will 
be presided over by ex-President Rutherford 
B. Hayes, who, with Mrs. Hayes, will be 
present the entire meeting. An interesting 
feature of the congress will be a memorial 
address on the late Hon. Horatio Seymour, 
who was one of the founders of the National 
Prison association, and for many years its 
president. The eulogy will be pronounced 
by ex-Governor Dorsheimer, of New York, 
editor of ihe New York Star. In connection 
with the congress will be an exhibition of 
prison appliances—lecks, models, jail plans, 
and historical objects connected with the 
prison developments of this country. 


THE Philadelphia Daily News, written in 
parts by one John Paul Bocock, says that the 
late Senator Anthony used Georgia watermel- 
ons as drinking gourds.

Mr. and Mrs, Stickney were enthusiastic tri- 
cyclists, and were accustomed to riding an @x- 
cellent tandem machine. They were out rid- 
ing Thursday evening near Auburndale. A 
storm coming up caused them to hurry their 
speed, and they were goiug down hill rapidly 
when they reached a point at which a tarn 
was necessary. The flying tricycle quivered 
and went over, falling on Mrs, Stickney and 
throwing Mr. Stickney into the gutter some 
distance away. A short time afterward some- 
one passing by found Mr. and Mrs. Stickney 
on the ground in an unconscious state. Mrs. 
Stickney recovered consciousness and still 
survives, but her husband died in an hour 
alter the accident. Mrs. Stickney was not 
seriously hurt, but the shock was so great 
when told of her husband’s death that her re- 
covery is doubtful.

Franz Liszt. 

Not every day does it happen that a human 
being is carried to the grave to whom the proud 
appellation of ‘‘Favorite of the Gods’’ could be ap- 
plied without a dissenting voice as to the great 
musical artist, whom they have just laid to rest in 
Bayreuth, the new Mecca of his art: Franz Liszt. 

Full of years he died on Friday, the 30th of July, 
after a very short death struggle,in the midst of 
one of those art festivals which have lent to the 
obscure little Bavarian city a sort of Olympian 
celebrity in the whole musical world and at the 
same time surrounded with such personal ova- 
tions that the going home of the aged master may 
be designated more aptly as an apotheosis than 
the departure of a mere human being. 

This dissolution of Franz Liszt at Bayreuth was 
like the setting of a sun, which for more than 
two generations had uninterruptedly shone, light- 
ed, warmed and dazzled the world. 

For the phenomenal ring,which this man’s 
name has had for the last two generations, bore it 
from the very beginning it became known over 
the whole world. 

This was in 1823, when he appeared in a public 
concert in the city of Vienna, with immense suc- 
cess, Causing that mightiest of the mighty masters 
of sound, Beethoven, to come forward and to em- 
brace and kiss him publicly. 

From thence, Liszt, under the guidance of his 
father, proceeded on a concert tour through Ger- 
many, being everywhere received with unbound- 
ed enthusiasm, and which caused musical celeb- 
rities as Hummel and Moscheles to declare the 1? 
year old boy, even then, to be the greatest living 
pianoplayer. During the same year the City of 
Paris ratified this judgment in equally enthusias- 
tic manner and Father Liszt, with his boy-won- 
der, made his headquarters in the French capital, 
from which, as early as 1824, London, in England, 
as well as the balance of Europe then at all acces- 
sible to artists, were visited and conquered. 

After the death of his father, which occurred in 
1827, he remained for five years longer in Paris, 
working and studying incessantly. With the year 
1832 commences his period of reproductive artistic 
activity, lasting about twelve years, and extend- 
ing over the whole of Europe, with the most 
brilliant and dazzling suceess ever recorded in the 
annals of art. His art was like a revelation. It 
mised pigno playing to an entirely new level, and 
With it at the same time that of piano-building, for 
the insirument, whose bounds had been enlarged 
in such asovereign manner by Liszt, naturally 
made every possible eftort to repay its debt to him. 

A musical triumphator, he traveled over the 
whole of Europe. 

But persopally, too, he allowed no competitor to 
distance him, for to his all-conquering art-power, 
he united such a winsome humanity, that equally 
as irresistibly attracted, captivated, dazzled and 
conquered all who came within the circle of attrac- 
tion. The mighty and powerfal of this earth 
walked and acted with this king of his instrument 
aS With their equal. His artistic brethren looked 
upto him with reverential admiration. Poets 
sang his praises, the men admired, the women 
loved and worshiped him. 

But the greatest claim that Franz Liszt has 
to immortality lies in the fact that just 
at this time when he stood on 
the summit of human prosperity and 
glory he renounced all the external glitter of 
life, which up to this time was like living in fairy- 
Jand, and retired from the intoxicating enjoyments 
of European capitals to the quiet little city of 
Weimar, in order to devote himself henceforth in 
a larger measure to the creation of musical works 
and with the avowed purpose of becoming the 
teacher and advocate of the rising musical genera- 
tion. 

Fortwelve years Liszt remained at Weimar as 
conductor of the court theater. During that time 
eleven operas of living composers were either per- 
formed for the first time or revived on the Weimer 
stage. Amongst these may be counted such works 
as “Lohenquin,’”’ “Tanhauser’ and the ‘Flying 
Dutchman,’ by Wagner; ‘“‘Beudenuto Cellini’ by 
Berlioz; Schumann’s ‘‘Genovyeno”’’ and music to 
Byron’s*‘Manfred. Schubert’s ‘Alfonso of Estrella’ 
was also rescued by Liszt’s exertion. 

Since 1561 he has resided chiefly in Rome, once 
or twice a year visiting Weimar as the guest of the 
grand duke, and gathering friends and scholars 
around him, Occasionally Hungary, too, has re- 
ceived her share of the last years of her renowned 
son by longer or shorter sojourns at Pesth, 

Liszt has been the great music teacher for the 
last forty years. He has never received a dollar, 
but has given his services for pure love of art, be- 
rides giving them gratuitously for numberless 
charities. All good pianists owe much to him, not 
only to the silent inspiration of his printed works, 
but also to his personal example and criticism. As 
composer, Liszt has worked in every field, but. 
with the exception of his piano works, the influ- 
ence he exercises In the world of art consists more 
in bis personal inspiration to other men of genius 
than in a vocation fora distinctly new artistic ut- 
terance, 

Liszt could not have met a more beautiful death 
than the one that reached him at Bayreuth in the 
arms of his beloved daughter and beautified by the 


music of Parsifal. Q. 8,

and another man. When he had reached the 
sidewalk he heard an explosion, 
“and I thought,” said the witness, 
“that the police were firing cannon to frighten 
the people.” He said he went to Sepp’s hall 
when the firing began. 

“Did you light a bomb?” witness was asked. 

Spies smiled, showed his teeth and replied: 
“I never did.” He said he did not see Schnaw- 
belt in the alley, and denied Gilmer’s story. 
He said that the interview which Wilkenson, 
the reporter, had with him last January was 
substantially true. 

Spies said he had two dynamite shells in 
his office for three years. They were given 
to him by a man who sailed for New Zealand. 
He told a reporter in January, as printed, that 
there were 3.000 armed socialists in Chicago, 
and described to him how the police and sol- 
diers could be fought. He had told the re- 
porter, asstated on the trial,that dynamite 
was “a child of the future” and would prove 
“a great leveler.” Spies then made what the 
prosecution claim is a fatal admission, fully 
corroborating their claim that the armed sec- 
tion had a secret caucus and had prepared for 
an attack on the police. Spies. said he wrote 
the werd “ruhe,” which appeared in the Ar- 
beiter Zeitung on May 4. He said the night 
before he received the following letter : 

Mr. Epitor—Please insert in today’s 1 
the word “Ruhe,”’ in prominent letters aacaeies 

He said he did not know it had any import, 
but the next day Balthouser Ran said it was 
decided by the armed section to have the 
word as a sign of warning that they should 
keep their powder dry for use against the po- 
lice. Hetold Ran that it was foolish, and 
asked Fischer to inform the armed section 
that it wasa mistake. Spies then described 
his arrest by the police. He declared that the 
superintendent of police called him “a Dutch 
dog, a hound and a whelp,” and made an at- 
tackon him. Spies said he kept dynamite in 
his office to exye'iment witb, and carried a 
revolver, thinking it was a good thing to be 
armed, He declared that on the night of the 
Haymarket riot, however, he had left his re- 
volver with ex-Alderman Stanffer. 

Spies was cross-examined at the afternoon 
session of the court at great length. He said 
Schwab and himself were editorial writers on 
the Arbeiter Zeitung, but not responsible for 
the character of the expressions used in the 
paper. He (Spies) was in charge of the Alarm 
for a short time when Parsons was absent. 
Had four bombs in his office, They were 
brought to nim some three years ago by a man 
who said he was from Cleveland. They were 
iron bombs, with percussion caps. He never 
saw the man again. He said he was going to 
New Zealand. ; 

“And when did you get those czarbombs?” 

“I never got them. That isthe invention 
of areporter. A man came there while I was 
at dinner and leftthem there. He left the 
bombs with the beokkeeper. I never saw 
him before or after.” 

“How-much dynamite did you have in your 
oftice?”’ 

“Two small packages. I got it of a powder 
company, because I had read a great deal 
about dynamite. I thought I would like to 
investigate further.”’

Parsons came to the stand, After he had 
told how he attended the Haymarket meeting 
from the one held shortly previous at the 
Arbeiter-Zeitung, in answer to a request for 
speakers, and how, having made his speech, 
he interrupted Fielden to suggest an adjourn- 
ment to Zepf's hall, as it looked like rain, and 
getting the speaker’s reply that he was about 
through, After relating these details witness 
said: 

“J then went to a saloon near Zepf’s hall, 
where Mrs. Parsons and Mis.

Lightning Strikes the Stables at

OMAHA, August 9.—At 1:30 this morning 
lightning struck the main stable of the Omaha Fair 
association, containing sixteen valuabte horses, of 
which eight were either instantly killed by elec- 
tricity or burned to death. The animals were in 
training for the races, and were of excellent 
promise. Those killed were: Dick Miles’s three- 
year-old pacer, valued at $3,000; Legal Tender, 
owned by J. P. McShane & Tucker, a four-yea-old 
stallion, valued at over $2,000; Ned R. Young, a trot- 
ter of more than usual promise; Ida, owned by 
Ed Pyle, of Humboldt, and valued at $1,600; Cap- 
tain P., owned by same, and valued at $1,500; Mas- 
cotte, with a record of 2:2714, owned by Mr. Lewis, 
of this city: Little Wilkes a stallion, the property 
of Captain Smalley, and a promising two year old 
colt, sired by Ethan Allen, running in a pasture

near by, was also killed by lightning. 
John Simpson, a groom, was lying asleep 
in the stall within four feet of -the spot 


where the lightning struck. He was knocked four 
feet and thrown against a wall.

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BATTLING ABOUT BAIN. 


A WARM SESSION OF THE POLICE 
COMMISSIONERS.

The Board Meet in Regular Monthiy Session and 
Hear the Reports of the Officers—Chief Oon- 
nolly’s Action in Suspending Mr. Bain, 
the Park Watchman, Discussed, 


The board of police commissioners met in 
regular monthly session last night, and to the 
roll call there were responses from Commis- 
sioner Martin, chairman pro tem, Commis- 
sioners Goldsmith, Jones and Stephens, 

Mayor Hillyer was also present. . 

The session was quite interesting, and the 
proceedings tended to widen, rather than de- 
crease, the breach between the two factions in 
the board. When Mr. Martin, who was pre- 
siding, asked the clerk if there were any trials 
to be heard’ or charges to be preferred, Chief 
Connolly arose and said: 

“There are no trials. But I would like to 
state to the board that I have suspended Mr. 
Bain, the watchman at Grant park. He being 
& supernumerary, there is no necessity for 
formal charges, as a super’s name can be 
dropped from the roll without any trial.” 

“For what did you suspend Mr. Bain, chief?’ 

“For general incompetency. There was 
quite a disturbance at or near the park the 
other night, and I am reliably informed that 
he failed to do his duty.” 

“But I can’t see that you have the authority 
to suspend & maD,even a supernumerary,” 
said Mr. Stephens, as he opened a copy of the 
city ordinance, ‘‘Now, section 477, of the re- 
vised ordinances, says ‘all complaints made 
against officers or members of the police force 
shell be in writing, setting forth distinctly the 
act or acts complained of, and also giving the 
names of the witnesses thereto, which com- 
plaint shall be verified by affidavit and direct- 
ed to any member of said board. Upon 
receipt of said written complaint a ma- 
jority of the board may, if in their 
judgment, said complaint is sufficient to au- 
thorize an investigation or the suspension of 
the party complained of until the meeting of 
the board, which shall be called at the earliest 
day practicable.’ Now, this isthe only way 
you can suspend aman. Itmust be done by 
& majority of the board, and you have simply 
taken the matter in hand and done what you 
had no authority todo.” —

the board. What I did was done in the inter- 
est of the force and the city.” 

“Yes, but here are the rules governing 
your action in such matters. You have been 
chief for seven years, and should know the 
law. There is no use having a board of po- 
lice commissioners if you are going to do just 
as you please,” ‘ 

“I would like to say,” said Mr. Martin, 
“that the chief called on me, and stating 
what he bad done, asked my advice. I am 
frank to say now that I sustained him, and 
stillsustain. Ithink he did right under the 
circumstances, ’ 

“Mr. Bain was not able to resume duty the 
morning after the trouble, and I put a man in 
his place, and subsequently when I heard the 
facts in the matter, ordered his suspen- 
sion,’ said Chief Connolly. 

“] think the best way for the chief to have 
done,” said Mr. Jones, “would have been to 
follow she custom. Captain English,the chair- 
man of the board, has been very careful about 
suspensions, and has always sent a paper or- 
dering it around to get the signatures of three 
members. Dr. Fox, when chairman, did the 
same thing.” 

“There is a rule,” said Dr. Goldsmith, 
“which permits the chief to suspend a super, 
and we can discharge him without a trial.” 

“Yes, I know that a super can be dismissed 
frem the force without a trial, but the board 
must suspend him, and not the chief, and for 
one I am getting tired of this,” said Mr. 
Stephens. ™ 

“I simply did what I thought was right, 
gentlemen,” said the chief. ‘There isa rule 
that gives me that right,and in exercising it 
I had no idea I would reflect on the board. 
Mr. Bain’s conduct on the occasion will not 
meet with your approbation when you are 
thoroughly acquainted with it and the proper 
charges shall be preferred against him.” 

“Now, as regards the matter of pay,” said 
Mr. Hillyer, “I can’t speak, but as far as the 
other element of the question is concerned I 
think the chief did perfectly right. Suppose 
& man was drunk on duty, would not the 
chief have the authority to suspend? Most 
assuredly, I think. It appears to me that the 
chief was rig——” 

“If a man was drunk on duty, Mr. Hillyer, 
should he not be arrested?” asked Mr. Jones. 

“Y—e—s, I guess he should,” answered the 
mayor; “but in this case, as to the man’s pay, 
I—can’t—just—say—what--was—right.” 

“There’s a rule in this book,” said the chief, 
as he picked up a journal of the body and be- 
gan turning the pages, ‘‘which gives that right 
to the chief,” 

“Then, show it,” said Mr, Stephens. 

“Yes, let’s see it,” said Mr. Jones. “Why, if 
the board is to be ignored, let’s turn the thing 
over to the chief entirely and let him run it.” 

The board found it impossible to agree. 
Messrs. Martin and Goldsmith sustained Chief 
Connolly, while Mesers. Stephens and Jones 
condemned his conduct. Mr. Bain was then 
formally suspended, and the chief was in- 
= ng to perfect and prefer charges against 

im, 

Mr. Stephens opened a deep, knotty ques- 
tion by saying: 

“A few days agoI wasin a justice’s office 
and saw a bailiff bring a prisoner in thata 
police officer had arrested, and the bailiff got 
the arresting fee, a dollar and something. By 
inquiring I learned that a policeman can’t 
take that fee, and the bailiff gets paid for what 
the policeman does. Now, can’t we do some- 
thing to get that money? If we make the 
arrest we are entitled to it.” 

“You mean the policeman ought to have the 
money?” asked Mr. Martin. 

“No,” answered Mr. Stephens, “it ought to 
be turned into the police fund.” 

The matter was passed for subsequent con- 
sideration.

James Smith, a Jackson County Boy, Steals a Horse. 
Ie Arrested, Triea and Oonvicted—He is Sen-~ 
tenced to Six Years and Breaks Jail—He 
Joins the Army and is Arrested,

A United States soldier in full uniform 
strode restless up and down the narrow limits 


of a cell in city prison allday yesterday and 
last night. 

The soldier is a Georgia boy and heis a con- 
victed horse thief, 

One year ago today James Smith—for that is 
his pame—enlisted in the United States army. 
The Second Artillery was then stationed in 
Atlanta, and it was in this city that Smith en- 
tered the service. He was a young, tall, 
athletic, stout-looking man, and gave promise | 
of making a good soldier. Immediately after 
enlisting Smith was assigned to Battery B. 
He was @ yourng man of good sense and in a 
short time was well up in the manual of arms 
and had won tho reputation of being faithful 
in the discharge of every duty to which he 
was detailed. Latein the fall the artillery 
went back to Florida, and, of course, Smith 
went with his command, 

Soon after the UnitedStates troops left Atlanta 
last fall the sheriff of Jackson county came to 
Atlanta, visited police headquarters and booked 
a reward of $100 for the arrest of James 
Smith, who had been convicted of horse steal- 
ing, sentenced to the penitentiary for six 
years and had escaped from jail. Smith was 
described as a man of twenty-five years of 
age, about six feet and an inch tall, and with 
dark hair and blueeyes. Thesheriff of Jack- 
son said that Smith had stolen a horse from a 
farmer and sold him. He was subsequently 
arrested and tried. The evidence was conclu- 
sive against him, and he was convicted and 
eentenced to the penitentiary for six years. A 
day or twobefore he was to be transferred 
fiom the jail to the penitentiary, he made his 
escape. Several members of the department 
made a memorandum of the affair, but as day 
after day went by and nothing was heard of 
Smith, the men on the lookout for him began 
to forget the reward. 

Two or three days ago Captain Manley had 
occasion .to visit the United States camp be- 
yond West End, and while there: saw a young 
soldier on guard duty, whose general appear- 
ance recalled something in the past. The 
captain began a retrospective view, but could 
not recall anything of the man. Finally he 
learned that the soldier was named Smith,and 
thst he was a Georgia boy. This at once re- 
called the visit of the Jackson county sheriff, 
and put the captain to work. 
He opened a correspondence with the Jackson 
county sheriff and then began trying to ascer- 
tain something of the soldier’s past record. 
His investigations satisfied him that Smith, 
the soldier, was Smith, the horse thief, and 
yesterday morning, accompanied by Mounted 
Officer.Green, went out to the United States 
camp. They called upon Captain Wilson, the 
commandant, and asked for an interview with 
Smith. The captain sent for Smith and when 
he entered the tent and saw the police uni- 
forms, he begsn to tremble. 

“Did you ever live in Jackson county?’ asked 
Captain Manley. 

‘‘No, sir,” answered the soldier, with military 
style. 

“Ain’t you mistaken?” asked the captain. 

“No, sir. I never was in Jackson county in 
my life,’ he ansWered. 

“I thivk you are wanted up there for jail 
bresking,” i the captain. 

“Me! Oh no, there’s some mistake,”’ 

Captain Manley convinced Captain Wilson 
that Smith was the horse thief for whom he 
had been looking, and Captain Wilson at once 
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surrendered the soldier. Captain Mauley 
placed him in a buggy and started to the city, 
but aimost before they had left the camp 
Smith turned toward the captain and, lookinz 
him squarely in the eye, said: 

“Ob, pshaw, there’s no use denying this 
thing. I’m the man you want. I was sen- 
tenced for stealing that:horse, but I’ll never 
goto the chaingang. I'll die first.” 

The prisoner made no attempt to escape, 
and in a short time was safely landed behind 
the bars. He did not realize his situation un- 
til after the key had been turned in the lock. 
and then he began crying like a child.- Smith 
is decidedly more prepossessing in his appear- 
ance than the majority of men: he does not 
look like a horsethief nor likea man in any 
way dishonest. Soon after he was locked up 
the sheriff of Jackson county was notified and 
replied, saying that he would be here tomor- 
ey When asked about the trouble, Smith 
said: 

“T never stole that horse, but I sold him. 
You see it was this way: One day I was on 
my way to visita brother of mine, who lived 
in Monroe county. It was a pretty good 
walk, and about noon I was sitting down rest- 
ing. Just then a man I knew well came up and 
we hada long talk. He suggested to me that 
we steal a horse an—”’ 

“Who was he?’ 

“T can’t tell,” 

‘*You say you knew him?” 

“Ob, yes; I had known him for a long time. 
I told him I wouldn’t goin with him, and then 
he told me that he had already stole the horse, 
and we went on together until dark. That 
night he said he’d give me ten dollarsif I’d 
sell the horse, and the next day I did sell 
him.” 

“What did you get for him’’ 

“Forty dollars. He wa-——”’ 

‘How much was he worth?’ 

‘Ob, a hundred and twenty-five dollars, I 
guess.°’ 

“Where were you arrested?’ 

‘Near Social Circle, on-my way to Atlanta,” 

“And you were tried?” 

“Yee, and sentenced to six years, but I'll 
never sorve the sentence.” 

‘How did you get out of jail?” 

“Well, I;was locked in the iron cage. There 
were several other prisoners in jail. A negro 
woman was ouf§+mthe hallway like that. She 
broke the locks on the cage doors, and when 
the jailer came } put us backin the cells 
we sprung on bam and I got away.” 

“Any one else escape?’ 

“IT dom’ know. I never stopped to see, I 
never looked back but came right away.” 

“And came to Atlanta and enlisted?’’ |

“Under the same name?”’ 

“Oh, yes. I never calculated toserve that

Counsel have citea to support the contrary view 
Whittle vs Samuels, 54 Ga., 548 and section 2025 of 
the code. The first authority it seems to me is not 
now of force, being a decision madeunder a@ state 
of law where there is no provision for a reinvest- 
ment of the proceeds of the sale ofa homestead, 
As to sec. 2025, Ithink the construction placed upon 
it “and the paragraph in the constitution on the 
subject (code 5212) by counsel {for Linch and the 
Mcintyres is too narrow. This paragraph literally 
provides for a sale and re-investment only by ‘‘the 
debtor and his wife if any, jointly with the sanc- 
tion of the judge of the superior court.”’ A strict 
adherence to mere words would ordinarly exclude 
fiom the operation of this provision a guardian ora 
trustee ofa family of minorchildren,and yet the leg- 
islature construing the constitution according to its 
rearon and spirit, has admittedthem. (Code 2025.) 
This mode of construction is, of course, the true 
one. The reason forallowing a homestead to be 
sold and its proceeds reinvested is that it may be 
made more available for the wants ofthe benefi- 
ciaries. This reason applies, as this case most apt 
ly illustratés, as well to a widow left in charge of 
a family of minor children as it ever could have to 
her husband. 

The other attacks on Donaldson's rightto the 
land made by the pleadings are not sustained by 
the proof, I, therefore decide his title to the prop- 
erty in question to be valid. 

If this opinion is correct as to the homestead set 
apart in the McIntyre land it follows that the 
copvevances to Linch are void.

DR. LANGFORD TURNS UP AND 
EXPLAINS HIS ABSENCB. 


The Mysterious Disappearance of the Horse Doctor 
Saturday “Nigbt Expiainéd es Far as He Cau 
Recell the Bvents of the Night—A Fight 
Between a Brother and Sister. 


Langford, the veterinary surgeon whom 
Captain Manley thought was murdered Satur- 
day night, bas turned up all right, and the 
police’authorities are now looking for a man 
who caused his disappearance and gave rise to 
the murder theory. 

Langford surely hada thrilling and exciting 
time. 

On Saturday afternoon the horse doctor 
filled a valise with books on the diseases of 
horses, of which he is the author, and started 
out to sell them. During his meander- 
ings he purchased a bottle of liquor 
and began drinking freely. The liquor 
soon mastered the doctor, and while 
in this condition he .bired a small negro boy 
to carry his valise. The liquor was a regular 
brain stealer, and the last thing that Langford 
can now recall is his presence at the East 
Tennersee shops. The negro bov was then 
with him, carrying the valise, Early Sunday 
morning Langford found himself lying ina 
brench near the old rock quarry, and near the 
seene of the supposed scuffle. He could not 
tell how hecame in the branch, and with as 
much speed as possible hunted a place where 
he could dry out. He was wet, maddy 
and sick, and his clothing was in 
an ugly condition, He was unable to 
recall anything after leaving the East Ten- 
nessee shops, but yesterday morning when he 
read an account in THE CONSTITUTION of his 
mysterious disappearance he went direct to 
police headquarters, and, examining the 
valise, knife and hat, claimed them as his 
property. Hethen told all that he could re- 
cal}, and, showing two or three knife scratches, 
said that he supposed he had received them 

in the difficulty with the boy he had hired. 
Lavgford also stated that he had considerable 
money in his puraé Saturday night, but that 
it was gove when he woke up in the 
branch Sunday morning.

DIED IN HIS CHAINS. 


A Negro Man in the Stockade Drops Dead. 
The Inquest Held. 

James Cunningham. a prisoner at the city 

stockade, died yesterday morning about five, 

with chains about his legs and guards about 


his prison doors. 3 
In five days Cunningham would have been 


a free man. ; 

About the 90th of July last, Cunningham 
went to see a man residing near Peachtree 
and Pine street corner to coliect a sum of 
money. The man informed Cunningham that 
the money had been paid to a merchant uponan 
order he had given. This angered the darky 
and in a loud, disorderly manner he began a 
quarrel. The quarrel attracted the attention 
of a great many persons, and led to his arrest 
by Mounted Officer McWilliams. On the 
twenty-fifth of July, Ounningham was 
arraigned in police courtto answer the charge 
of disorderly conduct and quarreling. The ey- 
idence against him was conclusive, and Judge 
Anderson imposed a fine of ten dollars aad 
cost. Cunningham was unable to pay the fine 
and went to the stockade for twenty-one days 
aud ahalf. He appeared to bea stout, healthy 
daiky,and willingly did such work as was 
allotted to him. Saturday he worked all day 
with his usual willingness, and when the day’s 
work was done went back to the stockade ina 
good humor. Sunday he was about the en- 
closure, talking to the prisoners and otherwise 
passing the time as best he could. That night 
he 1etared at the regular hour and was 
soon asleep. About three o'clock he awoke 
everybody near him by loud and prolonged 
grunting, aud when asked what was the 
trouble said he was sick. The guard on duty 
notified thesuperintendent who visited Cun- 
ningham’s cell. The darky was suffering ter- 
ribly and a physician was sentfor. About 
five o’clock the prisoner appeared to be im- 
proving. He grew easier and walking out into 
the enclosure sat down, butin a few minutes 
dropped over upon the ground. Several pris- 
onersran to him and lifting him up found 
that he wasdead. His body was carried into 
the celland laid out. The coroner was no- 
tified and during the morning held an inquest 
by which it was ascertained that Cunniuag- 
ham’s death was due to heart disease. After 
the inquest the body was turned over to rela- 
tives and will be buried tomorrow.

Programme,
